Phil Burton Charges 
Carterlgnores Asians 


WASHINGTON 一 Asian and 
Pacific Basin Americans are being 
virtually ignored for appointments 
to the Carter Administration》 
Rep. Phillip Burton (D-Calif.) 
charged last week. 

In response to the desires of var- 
ious Asian American inquiries， 
Burton says“all possible pressure 
should be brought to bear on Pres- 
ident Jimmy Carter to select qual- 
ified People from this ethnic group 
for Administrative posts at all lev- 
els of government:… 

The California congressman 
was told, in a letter from the Japa- 
nese American Citizens League 
Washington representative 一 
Wayne 天 .Horiuchi 一 that they 
had “been told that the White 
House personnel office does not 
consider Asian Americans a prior- 
ity because not enough Ppressure 
has been applied in comparison to 
other groups… 

“IT do not know why he is ignor- 
ing quajlified people of Asian an- 
cestry，” Burton said,“simply be 
cause PRESSURE is not being ap- 
plied:

Auian Americans have become

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New ID Cards 
for Aliens 


SAN FRANCISCO - The Com- 
missioner of Immigratin and 
Naturalization Service， General 
Leonard E. Chapman，came into 
town last Tuesdqay and announced 
that a new computerized identity 
card will be issued legal resident 
aliens next month to stem the flow 
of legal immigrants in the United 
States， 

He said the new cards will be 
fraud-proof， counterfeit-proof， 
alter-proof”. Over 5 million cards 
will be issued over the next four 
years at a cost of over $13 million. 


The new cards _ are wallet- 
Sized and similar in many ways to 
a credit card.They will display 
the photograph，signature and 
fingerprint of the bearer in ad- 
dition to several rows of coded 
numbers. 

The number code is based on a 
mathematical formula developed 
for INS by cryptographers and 
computer experts，The code will 
describe indqividual characteristics 
of the rightful bearer

At a subsequent conference ip 
Los Angeles, the Coalition of Fair 
Immigration Laws charged that

Five years ago, Nixon and Kissinger made a historic Visit 
to Peking and signed the Shanghai Communique， which 
promised that the two nations would normalize their 
Telations. ， j 

Since then, some pprogress has been made，In addition 
to the establishment of liaison offices in :Peking and 
Washington，there have been exchanges of cultural and 
technical delegations, and $3 billilon trade，However, there 
is no indication that Washington and Peking will establish 
full diplomatic relations soon， 

United States is practicing a“two-China Policy 下 
neither Peking nor Taipei objects to it, everything ls fine. 
However，as reports indicate，the Dew leaders in Peking 
are reminding President Carter that former Secretary of 
State Kissinger had promised to establish full relations 
“in a couple of years,”and that was a long time ago， 下 
these reports are true, we can see Why Peking s Patience ls 
wearing thin， 

We feel that President Carter has the Tight and the 
responsibility to review commitments made by 3 Previous 
administration in the light' of the present world situation 
as well as the interest of this nation，Of course， he may 
decide to keep the relations at the present level of liaison 
office status or even to nullify the Shanghai Communique. 
However, if he and Secretary Vance meant to normalize 
relations with the People's Republic as they repeatedly 
said, now is the time to take Some concrete steps. 


Campaign Promises 


Traditionally，Ppolitician's campaign Promises are half-hearted 
commitments to plausible causes，They are easily made，but not 
always kept，Whether campaign Promises are. kept depends on the 
political muscle of the creditors， namely the groups to whom Prormises 
were made.

The obvious solution to the White House position is to gather UP 
steam and put some pressure on the President， We join Congressman 
Phillip Burton in urging every Asian American to write， telegram，oOrT 
call your Chief Executive， Tell him there are many qualified Asian 
Americans who should be considered and appointed to his 
administration, and that we, as tax-paying voters demand that he keep 
his campaign Promises，

THE POLITICAL EDGE OF PRESIDENT 
CARTERS HUMAN RIGHTS SWORD 


ByFRANZ SCHURMANN 

BERKELEY (PNS) - The sharp 
human rights thrust of the Carter 
Administratioin's foreign policy 一 
dramatically Symbolized in the 
President's recent letter to Soviet 
dissident Andrei Sakharov and his 
meeting with Vladimir Bukovsky 
一 i，for all its moral concern， 
thoroughly rooted in the hard- 
nosed world of politics. 

Despite Carters public denun- 
ciation of the Kissinger tactic of 
“linkage 一 trading off one issue 
for another 一 the _ current U.S， 
push for human rights is inex- 
tricably linked to the basic Prin- 


-ciple of East-West relations spelled 


out in the Helsinki' agreements of 
1975. 

That agreement signified VVes- 
tern renunciation of any inter- 
ference in the affairs of Soviet- 
controlled 下 astern 了 urope，CaT- 
ter's embrace of the Soviet 
dissidents signals a break with that 
policy. 

Atthe same time Carter appears 
confident that the Soviet's urgent 
desire for a Swift agreement on a 
SALT II pact will prevent the 
human rights question from 
undermining strategic military ne- 
gotiations between the U.9. and 
the Soviet Union， 

LINKAGES 

If this proves so0，Carter will 
have_ broken， with -one of Kis- 
Singers behind-the-scenes linkages， 
that of human rights with “pro- 
gress on SALT.”In its place，he 
will have created a new one of his 
own 一 linking human rights with 
the relationship between VWestern 
andEaster 正 urope. 


The human rights thrust comes 
at a time when Western 下 urope 
again looms as a key U.S, foreign 
policy issue due to the growing 
influence of West European com- 
munist parties and the need for a 
reorganization of NATO， 

But 让 also comes at a time of 
delicate problems in Soviet foreign 
and domestic affairs. 

At home，its 10-year economic 
plan 一 adopted just last year 一 is in 
trouble， Overall economic per- 
formance in 1976 was one of the 
poorest since World War 工 . 

Abroad, the Soviets face serious 


unrest in Eastern Europe and are . 


engaged in a frustrating search for 
a_ solution to their quarrel with 
China. 

BACK BURNER 

Washington has put China 
policy on the back burner，to the 
Telief of the Soviets，who remem- 
ber the Nixon/Kissinger tactic of 
manipulating the Sino-Soviet con- 
flict to the advantage of the U.S， 

But the relief gained on the 
Soviets”eastern front is offset by 
the frustrations on their western 
front，where they now face U.S.. 
“meddling”in their domestic and 
backyard affairs. 

The U.S，human rights cam- 
paign directly encourages 了 ast 
German, Czech, Polish and Soviet 
dissidents at a time when the 
populations of those countries are 
increasingly restless over deter- 
iorating economic conditions， 

Some see this campaign as 3 
deliberate attempt at destabiliza- 
tion， In fact， 站 constitutes a 
repudiation of the spirit of the 
“Sonnenfeldt Doctrine,” which 
recognized the Soviets” “organic 
relationship”to 了 Eastern Europe， 
and refrain from interfering in 
Eastern 了 uropean affairs. 

In exchange，the Soviets were 
expected to stay .out ,of Western 


European affairs，interpreted as 
meaning no participation by com- 
munist Parties in West 了 European 
goveInIments， 


The Helsinki Agreement，com- 
ing up for review in Belgrade this 
summer, formalized that doctrine 
and added the provision that all 
parties would respect essential 
human rights， 


WEDGCE 

Carter has now' seized on that 
provision to insert 3a legitimate 
wedge into the“organic relation- 
ship” of the Soviets to eastern 
Europe. 

The human rights campaign 一 
openly encouraged by Wash- 
ington 一 highlights the delicate 
East European relationship to the 
Soviet Union. Already，according 
to Pentagon analysts，the Soviets 
can no longer count on Czech- 
oslovakia or Poland to join ;in a 
Central 了 uropean War， 

This，coupled with the estimate 
in Sino-Soviet talks，could have 
drastic effects on .a_ Soviet leader- 
ship that is already beginning to 
consider the post-Brezhney 
Period. 

New East-West tensions, fueled 
by the human rights issue，could 
send waves of discontent through- 
out the Soviet Union and Eastern 
Europe， where the failure to 
achieve ,consumer affluence is 
already a disturbing factor 训 
contrast to _ the almost excessive 
affluence imVWestern 上 urope. 

The human rights campaign 
also serves as a powerful warning 
to the peoples of Western 了 urope 
and the non-aligned countries in 
Southern Africa and the Mideast， 

By openly zeroing in on Soviet 
communism's most vulnerable 
weak point 一 its closed and re- 
pressed ， society 一 the push for 
human rights could thwart Wes- 
tern 卫 uropean communist Par- 


全 THREATS 

For despite the independent 
and nationalistic 旨 avor of 了 uro- 
communism，VWashington still 
fears the possibility that commun- 
ists may enter VVestern govern- 
ments and threaten the integrity 
of NATO. 

Such a possibility is increased by 
the fact that Europe is entering 
one of its most unstable periods 
since World War II. Britain and 
Italy are already teetering near 
economic disaster and the French 
economy is Uncertain . 

New forms of political dissi- 
dence are arising，especially in the 
Powerful new right in Erance， 
where President Ciscard s Power is 
being _ challenged in the March 
mayoral election ， 

The _ indirect target of the 
human rights campaign may be 
the West European communist 
parties who stand a good chance 
to come to power 让 the econ- 
omies crumble. Human rights is 
the biggest issue dividqing West 
from East European communists， 

In fact，most of the major com- 
munist parties of Western 了 urope 
have vigorously joined the human， 
rights campaign on Eastern 
Europe, denouncing Soviet repres- 
sion and openly supporting the 
Czech dissidents who signed the 
controversial Charter 77 docu-

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U.S. SUPREME COURT 
TO HEAR BAKKE CASE 


ByJOHN LO 
SAN FRANCISCO - Amidst 
much controversy，the U.S， 


Supreme Court announced on 
February 22 that it will take up 
the appeal filed by the University 
of California against the Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court decision 
concerning the Bakke case， 

The announcement points to a 
long awaited resolution of the 
questions of the legality of the 
nation's effort to better the life of 
minorities through affirmative 
action Programs，The Supreme 
Court ruling will either strengthen 
or undermine _ such programs 
throughout the nation in a funda- 
mental way， 

CRUCIAL 

The Bakke case ( 卫 /W 2/2777)， 
hailed by many as the most crucial 
civil rights case since the Brown 
vsS.， Board of 下 ducation case of 
1954，involves a white Sunny- 
vale engineer，Allan Bakke，who 
filed a suit against U.C. charging 
discrimination charges atter belng 
twice denied admission to the 
Davis Medical School, The school 
has maintained a Practice of 
setting aside 16 of the 100 places to 
specailly accommodate minority 
applicants，Bakke charged that 
because of such Practice，he had 
been unconstitutionally deprived 
of his educational right， 

The California_ Supreme Court 
handed down a ruling last Sep- 
tember in favor of Bakke，thus 
putting all other similar special 
admissions programs in California 
on shaky legal ground，This left 
the university the options of either 
appealing the case to the U.S. 
Supreme Court，or relaxing or 
even entirely abandoning the 
existing PrOgIamsS， 


APPEAL 


After much debate and a public 
hearing over the merits of an 
appeal, the university decided last 
November 19 that 过 would take 
the matter to the higher court， 
Doubts and reservations were 
however expressed by many con- 
cerned minority groups over the 
wisdom of such action. They feel 
Bakke is a bad test case，and fear 
the adverse effect should the 
Supreme Court go along with the 
California_ decision， Cries were 
thus heard in the past months 
urIging the Court to refuse to take 


the appeal， The court avoided . 


facing the issue squarely in a 
similar case two years ago involv- 
ing Marco De Funis，a white 
student，and the Univerity of 


Washington 工 aw School. 

The latest court announcement 
to _ rule on the Bakke case has， 
among other things，the effect of 
realigning| supporters of affirma- 


tive action programs on a united 
front. Those previously against the 


court s taking the appeal now join 
the University of California 库 
urging the U.S，court to Teverse 
the California decision , 
ANOTHER BRIEF 

The Mexican American Legal 
and 了 ducational Defense Fund， 
one of 15 civil rights and labor 
organizations petitioned the 
Supreme Court not to take the 
case, now indicates that it will file 
another brief on the side of the 
university， asking the court to 
uphold its special admissions Pro- 
grams， 

UC President David Saxon said 
after learning the courts an- 
nouncement,， we will pursue our 
case before the highest court with 
unrelenting vigor and determin- 
ation，for the best professional 
education must remain available 
in fact to those of every Tace， 
creed, sex and color,” 

Meanwhile，a group called the 
Bay Area Coalition Against the 
Bakke Decision is being organized 
to exert pressure on the court，A 
rally featuring speakers such as 
Angela Davis，and Berkeley 
Sociology ”professor “Harry 
卫 dqwards was called last Friday 
on the Berkeley campus to con- 
demn the Bakke decision. It drew 
a crowd of nearly 1,000 people. 


From now until late this year， 
when the Supreme Court w 记 
actually hear the arguments，at- 
torneys charged with the case and 
concerned parties will busy them- 
selves with heaps of legal 
work to build up their cases. Such 
efforts may Prove well worth the 
while considering the tremendous 
impact the decision is likely to 
have on the future of the nation's 
racial policies.

Ihadn't realized how， since the 
last time I interviewed her before 
her conviction on January 20, how 
pale and gaunt Wendy actually 
Was，The conviction on three 
counts of possession of explosives 
and weapons stemming from a 
1972 indictment in which Wendy 
alledgedqly concealed a cache of 
explosive materials and a machine 
gun in a Berkeley garage rented 
under an assumed name. 

It had been a year and a half 
since her much publicized arrest 
with Patty Hearst in a San 
Francisco Mission District apart- 
ment. Now she looked physically 
tired， but inwardly alert and 
alive. 

After Wendy apologized for 
arTiving late, having caughtBART 
from Berkeley, Itook out the most 
Unobtrusive little notebook I could 
find that morning and we sat 
down at Sai-Yon's for lunch.

Wen- 
dy gobbled down forkfuls as she 
described her busy， non-stop 
schedule.

According to courtroom observ- 
ers,，Lew made a major contribu- 
tion to the defense in one particu- 
lar instance. When a prosecution 
witness testified that Yoshimura's 
fingerprint was found on the 
book， “On Organizing Urban 
Guerrilla Units, Lew suggested 
that the witness be asked what 
position Yoshimura's hand would 
have had to be in for the 
fingerprint to be made. It turned 
out that Yoshimura's hand was 
Positioned horizontally across the 
page， not a normal reading posi- 
tion 
“TI dont know' how much help 
that did, It didn't seem to help the 
verdict， Lew says. 

Lew did most of the trial work 
along with chief defense attorney 
Larson of San Francisco，Lew 
assisted in the preparation of 
testimony by defense witnesses. 
His other work included chal- 
lenging some police searches and 
the admissibility of certain items 
as evidence，

It was the Third World Strike 
and Asian Studies，Lew believes， 
that gave him the idea what he 
wanted to do. Lew was planning 
on becoming a probation officer， 
he savs, but his friends and future 


law partners talked him into 
becoming an attorney，

They pointed out that，as a 
lawyer，Lew could use his legal 
Skills to assist the Bay Area Asian 
community. Also, the area needed 
attorneys Sensitive to the problems 
of Asian-Americans and immi- 
Srants. 

So，after he earned his B.A， in 
criminology in 1971，Lew entered 
Boalt Hall，Berkeley's law school. 

"TI feel very fortunate that I got 
to go to law school. The Graduate 
Minority Program (at Berkeley) 
basically paid my way through 
law school.

LONDON - A giant and color- 
ful Chinese dragon held thousands 
of Londoners spellbound last Sun- 
day as it danced and weaved its 
way through the city center to 
welcome the lunar New Year， 
according to Reuters.
